NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


THE DWELLINGS OF THE JEWISH POOR, 

A paragraph published by us last week gave a most deplorable instance 
of the extremely unsatisfactory sanitary conditions under which some of our 
poor live. Four persons and 212 fowls were found inhabiting in common two 
rooms in Goulston Street, and the odour of the fowls pervaded the house, 
The sanitary condition of the dwellings of the Jewish poor is a subject which 
cannot be said to have received hitherto more than passing attention. The 
Board of Guardians has eortainly never wholly lost sight of the question, but it 
has always been content to treat it theoretically rather than practically. While 
the unhealthy conditions under which the humbler classes exist have been com- 
mented upon in the annual reports of the Board, but little has been done to 
practically remedy the evils thus pointed out, and what has been done has been 
the result rather of spasmodic action than of sustained and systematic effort. 
Sanitary reform of the dwellings of the poor is a species of work which calls for 
continuous and the most practical efforts. Desultory attempts, however well. 
meant, or abstract reports, however elegant in diction, can do very little to 
promote it. Overcrowding is not to be diminished by any amount of lamentation 
that philanthropists may feel inclined to expend upon its evils. What is wanted 
is the inauguration of a system. The insanitary condition of the dwellings of 
the poor is an evil at which the Board, if. it is to do anything worthy of itself 
and of the important issues involve}, must, to use a common but expressive 
term, be always “ pegging away.’ And the importance of the matter is un- 
deniable. The health of the poor must, if only for economic reasons, have the 
most anxious attention of their benefactors. Everything that tends to produce 
sickness or weakness, not only makes medical relief necessary, but reduces the 
powers of self-help of the worker, and assists to throw him and those who depend 
on him upon charity. To take care that the poor shall live in healthy abods 
and amid salubrious surroundings is as clearly an axiom in the political economy 
of charitable relief as is the principle that it is better to give an able-bodied man 
a sovereign to trade with than to dole him out four weekly sums of five shillings 
each. And however costly the practical application of such an axiom may be, 
it involves no extravagence. Every shilling that is expended on sanitary work, 
provided always that the work is based on sound, well-tried principles, and not 
ou theories, represents productive expenditure. Like the timely assistance 
rendered to the struggling poor who have yet within them the will and the 
power to help themselves, it is breal cast on the waters which, we are assured, 
shall retu:in to us after many days. But, surely, higher ground may be taken. 
It is the aim of true philanthropy to prevent suffering as well as to assuage it. 
And there can be no more fruitful source of distress in every phase than the 
unhealthy state of the dwellings of the poor and of the neighbourhoods in which 
they “‘most-do congregate.” The close alley, the overcrowded tenement, the 
drinkiug-water polluted with every species of abomination, are as much the 
parents of pauperism as are the improvidence and the unintentional extravagance 
of the poor themselves. Unhealthy dwellings breed sickness, and sickness 
begets inability to work, often life-long inability to dispense with charitable 
aid. But the suffering which attends illness—the suffering not only of the 
s'ricken, but of his sympathizing family—is what every truly benevolent heart 
is concersed to prevent, And nothing is wore certain than that the most terri- 
ble anguish is the outcome of the neglect of sanitary laws which is allowed to 
take place in the dwellings of the poor. It is a trite remark to make that such 
neglect is the fertile cause of epidemic disease. Scarlatina and cognate mala- 
dies flourish most in humble neighbourhoods, simply because the conditions 
under which the lower classes exist are jast those which are most favourable to 
their propagation. But there are diseases of quite another type which are pro- 
duced and fostered by precisely the samme conditions. No disease makes so much 
havoc among the Jewish poor as consumption ; and for how many cases of this 
fearful malady has the poisonous air of narrow streets and _ill-ventilated 


| rooms to answer? And there is yet another aspect of the matter which mu t 


not be overlooked. One of the most certain canses of illness is want of cleanli- 
ness—either of the person or of its surroundings. Thisis a truth which the poor 
need especially to learn ; and it is a truth which may well be impressed upon 
them by the same agents as are employed to ensure the healthiness of their 
dwellings. lt must not be forgotten, either, that so long as the huinbler classes 
herd together in confiucd courts and small tenements, so long will it be idle to 
expect them to be clean in their habits and their homes. When the outlook 
from the windows is gloomy, all desire to make things bright and tidy within must 
fail. And when the housewife has but one or two rooms, serving “ for 
parl ur and kitchen and all,” to muddle in, her aspirations aftar cleanliness, 
however earnest, will have but little chance of being realized. We point this 
out, because there seems now to be a probability of systematis and practical 
attention being given tu the homes of our humbler coreligionists, At the recent 
general meeting of the Board of Guardians it was resolved to recommend to tl @ 
Board that Jadies should participate in the work of the Visiting Committee. We 
believe that the adoption of this suggestion would have a greatly beneficial 
influence upon the sanitary condition of the dwellings of our poor. The task of 
improving the homes of the humbler classes, is one especially adapted for 


women. It requires more time, tact and delicacy of management than men can 


give it. Besides, in every attempt to make the house healthier, certainly in 
every attempt to make the house cleaner, the mistress of it is the person upon 
whom the chief iufluence must be brought to bear; and no one can manage 
women better than a woman. At any rate, much may reasonably be hoped for 
from the addition of ladies to the Visiting Committee of the Board. The new 
members will bave an excellent field before them in which to display their 
energy and their earnestness. They will have an opportunity of imitating the 
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admirable labours of Miss Octavia Hill in some of the metropolitan slums, and 
of producing an equally large crop of good resulte. And there could not be 
a time when such efforts were more urgently needed than the present. In 
the last Report of the Board of Guardians, attention is directed to the circum- 
stance that the demolition of houses which has been proceeding of late on a 
large scale in the so-called “Jewish quarter” of the metropolis, far from 
having, as might have been supposed, a good effect upon its sanitary con- 
ditions, has, on the contrary, been instrumental in producing overcrowding. 
It appears that the numerous evictions under the Artizans’ Dwellings 
Act, have not driven a proportionate number of the poor to outlying 
districts, but have helped to increase the density of the population of the streets 
and houses which have been spared. The force produced in the process of 
demolition has been a centripetal as well as a centrifugal one. The Visiting 
Committee who point out this fact impress upon those who have any influence 
over the poor the duty of urging them to live in less crowded neighbourhoods. 
Now, however, that an alteration in the constitution of the Committee has been 
suggested, it may be that they will not have to look abroad for the influence 
they would see exerted upon their humble clients. It may be exercised by 
some of their own members ; and it could not be used in a more important cause, 
or in one which promises more excellent results to reward those who labour for it. 


THE PLAGUE AND THE SANITARY LEGISLATION OF THE PENTATSKUCH., 

At the recent meeting of the Epidemiological Society, which was convened 

for the purpose of discussing the subject of the plague, the measures to be 
taken to arrest the spread of the epidemic were mentioned. They consisted in 
the isolation of infected persons, the destruction by fire of their clothing, and the 
lime-washing and ventilation of their domiciles, The similarity between these 
preventive measures and some of the sanitary regulations of the Mosaic Code 
will readily occur to everyone. In the first place, the isolation of infected 
persons is the fundamental principle laid down by the Pentateuch for the treat- 
ment of contagious disease. Every person affiicted with leprory was to be 
banished from the camp. And though it is true that the ordinance had a 
religious character assigned to it, and was declared to rest upon the necessity of 
keeping the camp “holy,” yet, as in all the kindred regulations of the Mosaic 
law, the precept was clearly bas«d on sanitary considerations. In the case of 
such a disorder as leprosy, isolation was indispensable. A feeling of aversion 
and dread was universally excited towards the unfortunate leper, which culmin- 
ated in his expulsion from.liuman settlements. The feeling operates in India 
and other countries to this day, 1nd the poor wretch afilicted with the terrible 
disease is driven out from his village, less by the arm of the law than by the 
still mightier force of popular opinion. The Mosaic legislation, however, left 
nothing to so uncertain and capricious an agent as the public sentiment. The 
necessity of separating the infected from the healthy was recognised as a 
measure of sanitary precaution, and isolation was made compulsory by law. It 
is not so very long that the same measure has been legally enforced in England 
in cases of contagivus disease. It is only in recent years that our authorities 
have become thoroughly alive to the importance of the subject ; and even now 
there is much to be done in this direction before it can be said that the principle 
laid down by Moses more than three thousand years ago has been fully carried 
out in practice in this country. The existing system of inspection of houses 
containing patients suffering or recovering from fever or diseases of a similar 
type is not as perfect as it might be ; and, certainly, isolation is by no means as 
strictly enforced as it was under the Mosaic régime. The other precautionary 
methods mentioned in the course of the discussion to which we are referring, 
have likewise their parallels in the provisions of the Law of Sinai. The 
destruction by fire of infected clothing is just the measure which is prescribed 
in Leviticus with reference to garments contaminated. with leprosy. And 
in connection with the mode of treating plague-stricken domiciles, which 
was pressed so urgently upon the attention of the Epidemiological Society, it is 
interesting to notice the regulations laid down by the Pentateuch for dealing 
with houses similarly infected. How dwellings can acquire the taint of leprosy 
and what is the precise character of the malady that is communicated by the walls 
of houses, are moot questions; but that such contamination is possible, the 
circumstantial description contained in the fourteenth chapter of Leviticus leaves 
no room to doubt The mode of treatment is described as clearly as the 
symptoms. The stones of the house which gave evidence of infection, were to 
be removed to a place outside the town, and the whole of the inner part of the 
walls was to be scraped. The dust which came off in the process, was also to 
be carried out of the town. The stones that had been removed were to 
be plastered afresh. If in spite of these precautions the symptoms still 
continued to manifest themselves, the house was then to be pulled down 
as incurable. It seems probable that the plastering of the walls spoken 
of in the passage, means washing with lime or some similar sub- 
stance, If so, there is a striking analogy between the operation and that now 
recommended by medical authorities as one means tending to eradicate the 
plague. But in any circumstances the thoroughness of the treatment pre:- 
cribed by the Mosaic Code is patent at once. The careful scraping of the wal!s 
of the house was a process which must have been of immense use in eradicating 
the germs of the disease, whatever its character may have been. And we are 
not sure that modern sanitarians might not gather from the Mosaic injunction 
which ordered the adoption of so wise a precaution a hint that might be of good 
service to them in their own work. At any rate, the savanis who are busily 
engaged in considering the epidemic of plague with which Europe is at present 
threatened might add to the prophylactic measures already on their list, the 
judicious process of wall-scraping, as well as wall-washing, which is prescribed 
by the Pentateuch, In the course of a lecture delivered some time ago, Mr. 


— 
Ernest Hart stated that modern investigations tended to demonstrate the wisdom 
of the sanitary legislation of the Mosaic Code. We may safely go further, and 


say that the principles of sanitary science laid down by the great Lawgiver 
have yet to be practically applied still further in order that their beneficent 


fruits may be reaped in full measure by this generation and its successors. 
Some of those principles are only now beginning to find recognition. The 
frequent ablutions insisted upon by the Pentateuch are only now beginning to 
find their full justification in the discovery that there are such things as “ filth- 
diseases,” and that one of the greatest safeguards against the generation or the 
contagion of many an ill that flesh is heir to is cleanliness both of the person and 
of its surroundings. Thirty centuries ago the antiseptic properties of earth were 
revealed by Moses, the first of sanitary as he was the greatest of religious 
teachers ; and after a long interval of indifference to the doctrine, its truth and 
its practical significance are at length becoming understood in this age. The 
laws of the Pentateuch draw a distinction between clean and unclean food - and 
now medical reformers make that very same distinction the basis of their own 
“dietary laws.” We Jews may indeed be proud of being the custodians of a 
code which has by so vast an expanse of time anticipated the results of modern 
research, and which laid down the fundamental axioms of sanitary science in 
an age when such a science was all but undreamt of. But noblesse oblige ; and 
we should be utterly wanting in self-respect and in common gratitude for the 
disti:ction we have inherited, to say nothing of prudential consideraticns, were 
we to show by our disregard of those axioms how little we appreciate their 
high value.

SYNAGOGUE MUSIC? 


It is not very long since we had the agreeable task of reviewing a collection 
of Hebrew compositions compiled by Mr. Saqui, of Liverpool, which had the 
striking advantage of an English parapbrase from the able pen of Mr. H. Savile 
Clarke; and we have now before us a similar but much more extended seri s of 
Synagogal melodies, which have been composed, selected and arranged by tho 
esteemed First Minister of the Great Synagogue, the Rev. M. Hast. These 
volumes, the first of which forms the subject of the present notice, have been 
issued, we believe, in monthly parte, and are, probably, already known to many 
of our readers. 

It cannot be denied that, although the charm of variety is gained by the vse, 
in the synagogue service, of novel and original compositions, there is afar greater 


benefit to be derived from the retention of time honoured tunes and fariliar - 


strains. The bond of brotherhood is strengthened if the traveller on entering 
the temple of his race, in any part of the wor'd, should be greeted by the sounds 
which have been ebdeared to him from his earliest years. Fach Sabbath and 
Festival, too, should have its settled form of musical service, the regular r cur- 
rence of which should be its distinctive feature. As arule, the chief value of 
the choral portion of a form of worship is that it arrests and fixes the attention 
of the worshippers, and forms a relief from the simple and almost monotonous 
character of the plain chanting of the minister ; and in no way is this endl so well 
served as by the use of airs with which the congregation are already acquainted, 
Not that we would entirely suppress attempts at new settings of our sacred 
liturgy. On the contrary, many valuable additions have been made of recent 
years to our synagogal repertoire, especially by the Rev. Mr. Sulzer of Vienna, 
the Rev. Mr. Naumbourg of Paris, the late Mr. Moss, and by Mr. Miombach, who 
is by the far most efficient of our choir-masters The chief value of such com- 
pilations as the present is in the opportunity which they afford to individuals to 
stu ly the various compositions at their leisure, so that they can join in tle 
harmony without throwing it out of balance. Those who are afllcted in syna- 
gogue with neighbours who cannot sing, but persist in endeavouring to do 80 


at all hazards, will be grateful to Mr Hast if hie excellent edition of the Syna- | 


gugue service should induce such persons to obtain some knowlcdge of the 
melodies which their religious enthusiasm induces thein to mangle and misuse. 

Mr. Hast, in his modest and unassuming preface, points out that we have, 
properly speaking, no “ National system of Synagogue Music,’ aud his ende»vour 
to contribute towards this waut deserves all possible encouragement. If, as we 
assume, all the compositions in the present volume, which bear no other indica- 
tion of their authorship, have originated with him, his industry and talent are 
alike remarkable, and fully deserve the high approbation which have been bestowed 
upon them by the competent authorities, whore testimonials are printed as a prefix 
to the work itself. It would have been better had the original Hebrew text been 
printed under the music, instead of the phonetic spelliog waich bas been used ; 
but the German translation is admirable, although the English one is too literal 
to be elegant. The harmonies are, for the most par’, simple, which is of marked 
advantage when the purpose for which they are destined is tak-n into account ; 
but they, nevertheless, show the hand of a true and cultivated musician 
throughout. The first volume is devoted to the Sabbath service, and, principally, 
to.that portion of it which is used on Friday evenings. There are four settings 
of "1Y7 13> all of considerable merit and variety, of which the best is, perhaps, the 


| one dedicated to the Baroness de Kothschild. The one intended for use during the 


‘three weeks ” has the characteristic melody of that period skilfully interwoven 
into it. The “ Hashkivenu” at page 86 is most striking, and is exceptionally 
admirably harmonised. The first “ Alon Olam ” is somewhat suggestive of the 
‘Song of Moses” used by the Portuguese Congregations, which 1s the most 


effective piece of Hebrew music extant, as it is, probably, the most ancient.

Dear Sir.—I send you a Greek newspaper, in which you will find an address pre- 
sented by the Representatives of the Israelitish Union at Salonica to the newly- 
elected Greek Archbishop. | 

I send it to you in the hope that you will translate it and have it inserted in 
some organ of the Press, Jewish or other. At the time when there is a considerable 
outery on the part of the Jews as to the intolerance and want of liberality of some of 
the Christian populations of the Levant towards the Jews, it ought to be known that 
the relation between the Greeks and the Jews, are those of mutual good-will and 
sympathy. Through the example of free Greeoe, where perfect equality is established 
both in the institutions and the disposition of the people, the same feeling of brother- 
hood has spread in the Turkish provinces. wherever the two races happen to dwell 
together. This is not a small matter when the condition of things in those parts is 
taken into account.

has endowed it, until it perceives the evil glare which transfixes and paralyses : 
adieu, sweet song, thou wilt be heard no more! Is it strange that the girl will 
feel ill at ease and restrained, will become shy and shrink within herself, and 
thus close that naturalness of manner which is the chief charm of her sex?

As long as girls are encouraged to go to balls, not for the purpose of finding 
relaxation from their day’s occupation in pleasant and elevating conversation, 
but with the view of establishing themselves in life; as long as they cannot

divest themselves of the idea that the least attention on the part of a gentleman 
must necessarily be followed by the offer of his hand and heart, and allow 
themselves to feel cruelly wronged and injured if this desired climax does not 
pass ; as long as, on the other hand, gentlewen will not shake off the erroneous 
opinion that a few empty compliments are the open sesame to every girl's hea 
and that the girls who take pleasure in their conversation must, of necessity, be 
aiming at marriage ; as long as, I repeat, all these notions, the natural offshoots 
of a flimsy and saperticlel education, exist, all pleasurable and disinterested 
intercourse between the sexes is well-nigh impossible. Parents hesitate about 
affording young men opportunities of studying the character of their daughters 
in their natural element and proper sphere, home, when they know that, in go> 
doing, unkind whispers are set ruoning from mouth to mouth among their 
friends, and that the gentleman himself is fully prepared to struggle and kick 
against the imaginary net that is to deprive him of his liberty. 

Although society may not be ripe for such an innovation as the Abbey of 
the happy monks of Thelema with its pass-word, “ Fay ce que vouldras,” still, 
it is evident that some kind of reformation is sorely needed.

THE JAFFA AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL. 


— 


The following interesting and important letter, signed by M. Charles Netter, 
founder of the Jaffa Agricultural School and member of the Central Committee 
of the Alliance I[sraélite, has appeared in the Archives Israélites: 


“Tn one of your recent issues I find mention is made of an unfavourable report 
of Mr. Pines relative to the Agricultural establishment of the Alliance in the neigh- 
bourhood of Jaffa. If I have thoroughly understood the summary of the report of 
the Agent of the Montefiore Testimonial Committee, he went, on his arrival at Jaffa, 
to an individual, who furnished him with information which he does not seem te 
If his report may be believed, the work of the 
Alliance has not answered the expectations of that body, whilst the neighbouring 
German colony is in a most prosperous condition, ae: 

“ Without wishing to discuss the truth of the allegations concerning the German 
work, I ask what connection can there be between a colony of agriculturists who 
have gone to Palestine to live together as a religious community, and to carry on work 
with which they have been familiar from their birth, and between an Institution 
founded to raise the moral condition of the Jewish youth of Palestine by means of 
education, and to withdraw them from mendicity by means of instruction in indus- 
trial subjects. | 

“It is now some nine years ago since we arrived in Jaffa, without experience, 
without precedents to consult, acquainted neither with the soil nor the climate, nor 
the rulers, nor the governed, finding none but the indifferent to give us information, 
and none but enemies to advise us. Enemies! we found them everywhere ! among 
the proprietors of land; among the Arabs; and finally, it must be confessed, among 
our coreligionists, some of whom wished to carry on the new work for their own 
profit, whilst others saw in our expenses of establishment a diminution in the alms 
by which they live. Staci 

“We had to struggle in order to enter into possession of the ground, to 
ensure its preservation, to obtain a fitting personnel, to secure pupils, and then to 
prevent them from running away on the morrow of the day when they were clothed ; 
all this had to be done whilst we were boring wells, erecting buildings, clearing the 
ground, laying out plantations, digging moats and tracing reads. 

“The material results of our efforts are the peaceful possession in a healthy 
locality at the gates of Jaffa, crossed by the high road to Jerusalem, of a vast 
domain of excelient land, fit for every kind of cultivation, partly planted with trees 
and vines, surmounted by numerous buildings, surrounded by ditches, and furrowed 
with roads. The moral results are the transformation of a certain number of chil- 
dren, hitherto given up to begging, into respectable labourers, and the ambition of 
a very large number to enjoy the same benefits ; in fact, the reconciliation to our 
work of the entire Jewish population. Our establishment in the country has had 
another result of even still greater importance, viz, that of being permitted to study 
and to know thoroughly the question of the Jews in Palestine—a problem of several 
centuries—the solution of which appeared impossible. We have learnt what has 
be done, and what has to be avoided, in order to ameliorate the lot of our unfortunate 
coreligionists in the Holy Land. 

“The experience thus acquired we are prepared to share with others, animated 
by the same intentions as ourselves, We will thereby save them loss of time, wasting 
of resources, mistakes and discouragements. We should have acted quicker, better, 
and cheaper had it not been for the indifference of some, the hostility of others, and 
the calumnies of which the disparagements of to-day are nothing more than the 
feeble echoes. 

‘ Finally we have no cause to regret what has been done; To-day, as ten years 
ago, we are persuaded that the course followed by us is the only one which can put 
an end to permanent pauperism, To-day, as then, we think that the remedy for 
the evil is not in almsgiving, whatever be the form in which it is disguised ; but that 
the regeneration of the people can only be effected by instruction and labour, and 
— the place and the form adopted are the most favourable for attaining the desired 
end, 

“ At the Conference held in August it was decided that the Alliance should issue 
an appeal for the formation of a Society, which should have as the basis for 1% 
charitable operations in Palestine, our establishment, .the ‘Mikveh Israel 1 
Jaffa. This appeal has just been made, and I hope that in a short time this society, 
whose members will include Jews of every country, will continue the work com- 
menced by the Alliance, and give it thé development of which it is susceptible.”

ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. | 


A meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association was held on 
Thursday, the 3rd, at the Westminster Jews’ Free School, Greek Street. There: 
were present : Baron Henry pe Worms, in the chair; the Revs. A. L. Green, 
A. Lowy, P. Magous, end Prof. Marks; Dr. Maurice Davis; Messrs. M. Aflalo, 
J. Bergtheil, L. M. Bergtheil, M. Castello, H. H. Collins, Benn Davis, Israel 
Davis, E. D’Avigdor, B. Emanuel, E. J. Emanuel, P. Falk, F. B. Halford, B.

The CHAIRMAN seny introduced Messrs, M. Aflalo and Manuel Castello, 


who at a previous meeting had been elected members of the Council, and offered 
them a cordial welcome. 


The CHAIRMAN mentioned that lhe had deemed it his duty to instruct the 
Secretary to forward copies of communications relating to outrages upon the 
Jews of Roumania to Lord Salisbury in compliance with a wish expressed 
by his Lordship to be kept au courant with all matters connected with the Kou- 
manian Jews. The Association should not neglect any opportunity to place 


before the Government every information of importance that reached it con- 
nected with Roumania. 


In reply to enquiries, the CuarrmANn said that he did not consider it necessary 
that a meeting of the joint committee of the delegates of the Board of Deputies 
and the Association should be convened before the communications referred to 


were forwarded to Lord Salisbury. They merely gave information to his 
Lordship. 


The Rev. A. Léwy, erorelary, read a report of the transactions of the 
Executive Committee since the last meeting of the Council. The following 
translation of an extract from a letter written by Mr. Pines, the Agent at 
Jerusalem of the Montefiore Testimonial Fund, to the Rev, A. Liwy, was read: 


» « « « The society of missionaries have begotten and brought to light a most mischievous 
device for the conversion of the. Jews -by establishing a house of refuge for orphans and otber 
destitute youths whom they supply with board and lodging, clothing, and also with religious and 
secular instruction. The news of this measure has produced a most profound sensation amongst 
the Rabbis, who unanimously determined. to resist forcibly the machinations of the conversion 
party. Here the Ashkenazim differed from the Sephardim. The former declared that they had no 
other means of resistance except the “ Cherem,”’ a weapon which had become blunt and rusty in the 
midst of constant use. They also determined to place barriers in the way of those who treacher- 
ously incline to encourage the new scheme. The Sephardim, on the other hand, took a more 
prudent view of the casc, and apprehended at once that the device of the Ashkenazim would lead to 
no result, They, therefore, met yesterday, and invited me to attend their deliberations. They 
pointed out to me that their desire is to establish in Jerusalem an orphanage which should be under 
their supervision and management, also that their programme should be on the same terms as that 
of the missionaries, 1 was requested to bring this subject to the knowledge of the Montefiore 
Testimonial Committee, and I stated in reply that in my opinion the Committee would not agree to 
this proposal which would lead to discord with the Ashkenazim, who, in fact, would be slighted by 
such a proceeding. My advice was to apply to the Alliance Isra¢lite in Paris, and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association in London. I assured them, at the same time, that I would address you on the subject 
and urge you to establish an institution for Jewish instruction as was proposed by the Congress in 
Paris. For this, indeed, is the opportune moment. It is true, the Ashkenazim in their veal may 
appear as yet unyielding, but,so far as I can observe, their energy is weakened, and their power 
deficient. Considering, moreover, the nature of the impending danger, the objections of the over- 
zealous dite will give way, and the ultimate triumph of the right and judicious cause may be 
expected. ... « »

The Rev. A. Lowy, the Secretary, read the following letter received from 
the Central Committee of the Alliance of Paris :

The children must especially be taught the language 
of the country. The intolerant spirit shown by those who had most 
mischievously opposed that the children should be tanght other than purely 
religious subjects was to be very seriously regretted. | 

Mr, L. Scuioss feared that the scheme of the Alliances was of so vast a 
character as to make it impracticable. 

The Rev. D. W. Marks said that he did not see any hope of any improve- 
ment in the condition of the Jews of Jerusalem unless the present system of 
indiscriminate almsgiving were put anend to. The proposal of the Alliance was 
not a practical one. 

Mr. IsrakL Davis hoped that the Association would not refuse to comply 
with the invitation of the Alliance. It was time some attewpt was made to cope 
with the Jerusalem difficulty, and to abate the evils described by all recent 


travellers to the Holy City. 


Mr. P. Fak said he was sorry to come to the conclusion that he did not 
hope for any substantial benefit from the Commission. The Jaffa Agricultural 
School had not been so successful as the friends of Palestine would desire. He 
was, however, of opinion that the Association should work cordially with the 
Alliance in any endeavour that was made for the amelioration of the condition 
of the Jews of Palestine. 

Mr. J. Bercrueit observed that it must be remembered that the funds of 
the Halukah distribution came from Europe, and until a Committee was formed 
that would command the confidence of those who contributed those funds, no 
good result could possibly be arrived at.. He was in hopes that such a Com- 
miesion as the Alliance preposed to form, would eventually command the confi- 
dence of those who subscribed to the Halukah. : 

Mr. F. D. Mocarra said it was a great misfortune that the money 
subscribed for the relief of the Jews of Jerusalem was entirely devoted to mere 
almsgiving, and that the education of the young was sadly neglected. He was 
certain that auy charitable scheme which might be started would only attract 
immigration to a greater extent than even now went on. The only practicable 
method was to establish an Emigration Fund for the young. The population of 


Jerusalem had trebled within the last twenty years, and there really was not any 


means in the city for the support of the large and increasing Jewish population. 

The Rev. A. Lawy observed that at the recent Conference at Paris, it was 
said, that one of the great advantages of an International Commission would be to 
unite all those who desired to work for the improvement of the condition of the 
Jews of the Holy Land, so that there might be an interchange of opinion as to 
the most practicable methods to be pursued, and to bring about unity of action 
without which all improvement was hopeless. 

Mr. B. Kiscu said that there could hardly be a difference of opinion as to 
the excellence of the object aimed at by the Alliance, but there was a very 
proper objection to the means proposed by the Alliauce. He had no doubt, 
however, that the Alliance really aimed at the formation of local Committees 
baving a common centre for the interchange of opinion upon the subject, and 
that was the best course of action to be pursued for the purpose of gaining the 
object for which the International Commission was to be formed. He proposed 
that the subject be referred to the Executive Committee for consideration and 
report. | 

: Mr. A. E. Sypnezy said that he thought the proper course to be adopted was 
to inform the Alliance that a special Committee was unnecessary, as the Council 
would be ready to cordially co-operate with the Alliance in any measures to be 
taken for the amelioration of the Jews of Palestine, in the same manner that the 
Council co-operated with the Alliance in other matters. It was a duty incumbent 
upon the Association to do what it could in this instance. They would thereby 
be carrying out the leading object of the Association. ere 

The CuarrMAN said that it would not be to the interest of the Association 
to stand aloof altogether from whut might be a grand and useful movement. 
Granted that the Association should co-operate, the question then arose how 
they should co-operate. It occurred to him that the Association might appoint 
a special Committee, as in the instance of the Roumanian Committee, to exchange 
views upon the subject with: the Alliance. With regard to the Halukah to 
which several speakers had very rightly takev serious objection and had attri- 
buted to it most of the evils of the present unbappy condition of the Jews of 
Jerusalem, he would remind the meeting that some practicable plan might be 
hit upon by which the contributions which now go to swell the Halukah would 
be sent to the Alliance. He moved: “That the Central Committee of the 
Alliance be informed that the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association will be 
glad to co-operate with them in the accomplishment of the object they have in 
view, and that a separate Committee will be formed in London to act in con- 
jucction with the International Commission.” Raden 

The Rev. A. L. GREEN in seconding the resolution, said that from the 
-knowledge he had gleaned on the subject, he did not think that the Alliance 
could do anything to interfere with the flow of money from Russia and Poland 
to swell the distribution of Halukah. It was a most deplorable fact that the 
secular education of the young was sadly neglected, and that the rabbis did all 
they could to oppose it. The great misfortune hitherto had been that there had 
been no concerted action. Amsterdam had acted through the late Rabbi Akiba 
Lehren, Halberstadt through Herr Hirsch, and London through Sir Moses 
Montefiore, but all these eminent men and others throughout the world, who 
acted as the channels through whom the Halukah funds flowed to Jerusalem, had 
acted quite apart from each other. And, as far as he could gather, this want of 
unity of action was the evil that the Alliance desired to put an end to. They 
could also rely that the Alliance would give an important place to the subject 
of secular education in any epee that 7 taken to bring about an 

iorati 1e condition of the Jews of Jerusalem. : 
rae ie Apia said ihat it sbould be pointed out to the Alliance that the 
Association, if they co-operated, would do all in their power to put an end Ne 
the present system of indiscriminate almsgiving, called Halukab, and to the 
in judicious exercise of ecclesiastical authority. 

The resolution proposed by the Chairman was then carried nem. con. 

The following were nominated members of the Committee, with power to 
add to their number: The President the Vice-Presidents, the Treasurer, the 
Chairmen of Committees, the Secretary, the Rev. A. L. Green, Dr. Asher, Mesers. 
M. Aflalo, M. Castello, Israel Davis, E. A. Franklin and S. Montagu. 

A discussion ensued as to the status of the Commmittee—whether it was to 
be considered as a special Committee of the Council or an independent Com- 
mittee. It was resolved that the Committee should be a special Committee, 
with power of acting independently of the Council. 

After the transaction of some other business, the meetivug was concluded.

THE REGI EN NERATION oF 


“PALESTINE. 

In accordance with the resolution of the Jewish Osada held in Paris last 
August, the Alliance Isra¢lite is forming an International Commission for 
the consideration of the affairs of Palestine. The Anglo-Jewish Association 
has appointed a Committee, independent of its own body, to co-operate with 
the Alliance and to be part of the International Commiission, and the 
gentlemen who were nominated in consequence of an invitation addressed to 
the Board of Deputies by the Alliance will form part of the Committee The 
provincial congregations and Branches of the Anglo-Jewish Association will 
do well to propose to the London Committee one or more corresponding 
members from each centre, who would be able on great occasions to attend a 
general Conference in London or Paris. For no more worthy task could be 
proposed to Jews than the regeneration of Palestine. 

Much misconstruction will necessarily attend the new movement in its 
first steps. It will be represented as a political effort to re-constitute the 
Hebrew nation in the Holy Land, as vigorous and promising communities 
have been restored in Greece and Italy. ‘To vague aspirations and 
unacknowledged desires pointing in this direction the proposal of the Alliance 
owes doubtless a part of the enthusiasm with which it has been received. 
As the practical power of mankind to annihilate space and time increases, 
the reign of sentiment grows not less but more. There is magic in old names. 
When the name of “ violet-crowned Athens” was heard in the Greek theatre 
the audience all rose up eagerly, excited by a word which meant to them a 
whole budget of cherished beliefs and proud fancies. In our own days the 
name of Rome stirred the blood of the Italian people like the sound of a 
trumpet ; and there is assuredly no less lofty a meaning, no less pathetic and 
tragic a series of reminiscences, in the title of.the city of So.omon, But 
there was a Cavour to guide the national feeling which made Rome the capital 
of the Italian nation ; and the modern Greeks brought considerable shrewd- 
ness and political prudence to the making of the new Hellas. Unfortunately, 
the sentiment connected with Jerusalem has hitherto affected most strongly 
the uninstructed heads and the unregulated hearts. An emigration to the 
Holy Land has set in, but not of the Jews best fitted to re-colonize the soil : 
a vast. collection of alms flows year by year to support the poor of Jerusalem, 
but it is administered on unscientific and demoralizing principles. There are 
now perhaps 18,000 Jews in Jerusalem, and their annual revenue from the 
benevolent among their brethren in other countries is estimated to be not less 
than £60,000. Mr. Mocarra proposes that the new Commission should 


attempt to roll back this immigration ; should assist the paupers to return - 


to the countries from which they came. He might as well attempt to stop 
the course of the Atlantic with a broom. The tide is irresistible, but it 
depends upon individual effort whether it shall bear to land laden argosies 
or worthless masses of shattered wreck. 

This blind concourse of Jews from Russia, Poland, Morocco, and all 
parts of the Turkish empire, to Jerusalem, has its sublime sides. The 
unquestioning faith which prompts the wayfarers is sublime, and there is a 
less welcome sublimity in their utter ignorance. They believe that they will 
be fed as their ancestors were nourished on manna in the wilderness, and it 
is with a cold shock they perceive that hunger is felt in the Holy Land, and 
that famine walks in the streets of Jerusalem. Then the cry of the horse- 
leech arises, “give, give’; more roubles are extracted from the sheepskins 
of the devout Chasidim, whose beards and long ringlets wag in the syna- 
gogues of Poland ; more poor flock to the Holy City ; more paupers marry 
at 14 to be grandfathers at 80 ; and the injudicious almoners go on propor- 
tioning their doles to the wants of the recipients, and making it the interest 
of the poor to have many children and to be in want. If the new 
Commission is only a Charity Organization Society for Jerusalem, it will be 
Of some service. We hope it will ultimately be a great deal more. 

It must be confessed with shame that there is much misapplication of 


the funds subscribed for distribution in Jerusalem. The administrators of 
the funds are themselves permitted to share in their benefits, there are 
unseemly squabbles over the spoil in the city itself, and money is subscribed 
in distant parts of the world for the Jerusalem poor which never reaches 
Palestine at all. It must be confessed also that quite apart from corruption, 
the Rabbis who bear rule over the submissive herd to whom they distribute 
the charity of the faithfu', exercise their sway most unwisely. It is hardly 
credible, but it is a fact, that the Rabbis of the Ashkenazim, who form two- 
thirds of the whole Jewish population of the city, do not permit their flocks 
to learn Arabic, the language of the country, but confine their attention to 
the Talmud and the. Bible. It will be asked with what powers they are 
clothed to enforce an ordinance so little in accord with the vigorous and 
inquisitive intelligence of the Jewish race. The sanctions which they wield 
are of two kinds, economical and religious. They have the power of excom- 
munication, and they can exclude from participation in the Halukah, or 
dole. That is to say, since the dole is the only means of subsistence for 
thousands in the over-populated city, they can inflict capital punishment ; 
and they can also, in the imagination of their flock, follow the souls of the 
disobedient after death. These terfors are wielded with an unsparing hand. 
We have before us a document, entitled “the Record of the Oath of the 
Covenant,” signed by five persons calling themseives the Beth Din, and by 
275 others, and dated so recently as February 15,1878. It is a public 
document, it has been read in the Jerusalem synagogues, and quoted by 
the conversionists to show (falsely) what Judaism means, and yet we are 
ashamed to re-publish it in English. But the inhabitants of more 
civilised countries are so generally blamed for the condition of their 
brethren in the Holy Land, and the fact that there is cause for blame arises 
to so great an extent from their ignorance of the crimes there perpetrated 
in the name of Judaism, that its publication in full will probably become 
desirable in spite of the reluctance which we all feel to make more widely 
known this record of the shame of Isragi. This sepulchre cannot be whited 
any longer, the evil must be diagnosed as a necessary preliminary to curing 
it. It is enough state that the Rabbis “declare it forbidden 
to study all foreign sciences, even those which according to the strict 
letter of the law are permitted”; they declare it “forbidden to study 
any writing or foreign language in any congregation 


now. to 


whatever, in any school or library even in the most superficial manner, even 
from a teacher who is known to be a God-fearing man.’ They go on to 
explain that “ these prohibitions, both old and recent, are against all who 
study foreign languages, or aught but our Holy Law, among the Ashkenazim 
congregations of the Holy City (may it speedily be rebuilt!) and its environs 
| and villages round about.” And then the pious hope is expressed (which has 

happily been disappointed), that the Sephardic congregations will follow the 
example of the Ashkenazim, The extent of the decree in respect of place, time 
and person is defined as follows: ‘ This excommunication and anathema is 
against all who learn even the language of the country, against all who learn 
and all who teach, even for 
against all who establish, or assist in establishing, institutions for teaching ; 


remuneration, against female teachers also ; 
against the parents ; be the foregoing who they may ; even to learn alone, 
or from an individual, or for a short time, or for a portion of a single day. 
And these curses and anathemas are decreed against all, both males and 


females, and against children of both sexes, adult and infant. We decree 


them both on behalf of ourselves and our successors, against all who shall 


. . » we declare it 
to be obligatory on all the inhabitants. of Jerusalem, members. of the 
Ashkenazim all from this forth, shall 
visit Palestine until the Redeemer come.” The motive of the decree is 
“that we may walk in the way of our ancestors, and be glorified in adhering 
to their customs, even as it is written in our books ot tradition, that when in 
bondage under Puanaon they learned not the language of Egypt.” Now, 
ifthe Turkish Government had treated the issue of this decree as seditious 
and had inflicted condign punishment upon the authors of it; we should have 
had not a word to say ‘in defence of our bigoted coreligionists. Distressing 
pictures of fanaticism have often been drawn by writers hostile to the Jews, 
but the Jews themselves in this country have refused credence, Now they 
know what is said in the name of Judaism in Jerusalem they will be inex- 
cusable if they do not bestir themselves to remedy so disastrous a condition 
ofaffairs. Treated for ages like dogs in Russia and Poland, the rabbis who 
have emigrated to Jerusalem misuse their new freedom. We must pity them 
for their unenlightened condition; but we must not allow them to oppress 
others.

Under the réyime, one corner of which we have revealed, the unfortunate 
children born in Jerusalem grow up, without the knowledge of any useful art, 
and unfitted even for trade by reason of the sedulous care with which all 
branches of secular knowledge have been kept from them. A few among 
them have led a different life, They have fallen early under the care of 


Christian missionaries by whom they have been carefully nourished, taught 


or in any place 
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a modern language, and perhaps a trade. These converts become the guides 
of European visitors and offer by their prosperity and the consideration they 
enjoy a marked contrast to the situation of their unconverted brethren, It 
is not surprising that the latter should look with growing concern upon this 
picture and that, and should come to regard Christianity as the one bright 
thing in the world, as the one refuge from the tyranny of the rabbis. That 
is at present the choice, Christianity or a most debased and degraded 
Judaism, | 

The new Commission is to provide for secular instruction and to inf .rm 
the unfortunate Jews that they do not peril their immortal souls by accepting 
it. There exists the nucleus of a better state of things, the Moyreriore and 
Tovro almshouses for the old who are past being pauperized, the RotascaiLp 
hospital for the sick, the Mikveh Israel, that promising Agricultural and 
Industrial School founded at Jaffa by M. Cuarntes Nerrer, which now con- 
tains thirty pupils. Hereafter, these thirty will be missionaries of the gospel 
of Labour among their deceived and embruted brethren. The Commission 
should be made as powerful as possible to over-ride the determined oligarchy 
of the rabbis, and to assure the congregations from whom these latter draw 
their funds what is the system which they are supporting. It has already 
been joined by delegates from Germany, Austria, America, Italy. The 
venerable historian of Judaism, Prof, Gaartz; the Turkish millionaire, Baron 
Hinscu, are identified with the movement. The views of Baron LioneL DE 
Rotascuitp upon the matter are well known, and it is to be hoped the 
English Commission will have the co-operation of a member ot his able 
family. We should like to see on the International Commission names 
famous in Poland, the rabbis of Wilna, the editors of the Hebrew journals in 
Russia. The Jaffa School is to be placed under its control, the Sir Moses 
Monreriore Testimonial Fund should be administered not without reference 
to its objects. Itis no pleasant task, and no light one, which the Com- 
mission has to perform. There are years of labour before its active members, 
but of labour which is a sacred duty. A few nights ago we said the prayer

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS OF THE SPANISH AND 
PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION, 


It is satisfactory to learn that the re-constituted Board of Guardians of the 
Poor of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregations has, whilst fully carrying 
out the benevolent and generous intenticns and forethought of its ancestors, 
succeeded in establishing a mode of relief to the poor suitable to the present 
period. Formerly, the whole of charity funds, considerable in amount, were 
administered by the Wardens for the time being. In those days the duties 
of the gentlemen of the “ Mahamad” must have been multifarious, and, indeed, 
difficult to discharge. They were not alove almoners, but a'so acted in a judicial 
capacity ; complaints were heard and decided by them; disputes as to money 
transactions were also settled by them ; questions of all kinds, including those 
of marriage and divorce, had to submitted to them, besides which they had to 
transact all the business appertaining to their office as the executive of the Con- 
gregation, or, as it was then termed, the “ Nation.” It was at.length found that 
a limit must be placed upon their labours, and a Board of Guardians acting as 
an auxiliary body was established in the year 5598—1837. The weakness of 
this auxiliary Board was that the *‘ Mahamad” being an ever-changing body, 
and the term of office of its President being only for three months (each of the 
four Wardens taking his term of Presidency), the relief of the poor virtually was 
left to the paid oflicials, who, no doubt, were kind-hearted and desired to do 
their best, but they cou'd scarcely in common fairness be expected to have been 


-~ 


- able to cope sucessfully with the difficulties that always presented themselves in 


the solution of the all-important question of almsgiving In these circumstances 
the present Board of Guardians has been re-constituted, with a thoroughly 
efficient staff, management and organization, the Wadens of the Synagogue 
still remaining members of the Board, er officio. | 

It is most interesting to contemplate that nearly two hundred years since 
benevolence was dispensed by our Sephardic biethren in a form which is useful 
and applicable in the present time—marriage portions to the extent of from 
£10 to £100 are given to fatherless girls; woney grants are made in the week 
of mourning, and also to lying-in women; loans are offered to the industrions, 
free of interest ; rewards are given to domestic servants; grants made to assist 
in emigration, &c. It is by consolidation and bringing to bear what may be 
termed modern views in the administration of these Trust Funds that the Board 
will owe its future success. | | 

The general relief of the poor of the Spanish and Pertuguese Congregations 
is also carried out by the Board, and to obtain funds for this purpose, as well as 
to defray the cost of administration, it recently issued an appeal. The re-consti- 
tution of the Board by the Congregation is an important and useful step towards 
that intelligent, discriminate relief of the poor without which all efforte to per- 
manently impr ove their condition are futile and illusory. 


Camprinak Universiry.—It has been jointly recommended by the Cambridge 
Boards of Theological and Oriental studies, that Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, of Chiist’s 
College, Reader in Talmudic and Rabbinic Literature, should receive a permanent 
appointment as such, with au augmented stipend of £300 year, bis present 
temporary stipend during the cataloguing of the Hebrew MSS, in the University 
Library having terminated, and the library authorities be empowered to make a 
fresh advancement with regard to the catalogue. The Board warmly eulogised 
the fresh impulse given to his special studies in the University by the learned 
doctor’s able lectures, which occupy much of his time.—A theneum. 

MArzoTH.—As unfortunately has been the case for several years past, the supply 
of matzoth this year was not equal to the demand. and the Passover Cake Bakers took 
advantage of the circumstance to double, and even, in a few instances, to treble their 
prices. Many of the poor who held the orders of the Synagogues experienced consi- 

-@erable difficulty in procuring matzoth, 


OUTRAGES IN BULGARIA. 


The Jews of Kirk-Kilissa have made complaints at Constantinople of having 
been ill-treated by Bulgarians, since the latter have become masters of the 
country. Recently a poor Jew, named Aron Roditi, who had been imprieoned 
on account of a business dispute, then released on paying a sum of money, and 
subsequently re-arrested, was by order of the Bulgarian Governor deprived of his 
clothing and beaten till he became insensible. The Jewish notables of the place, 
accompanied by the rabbi, waited on the Governor, who, in reply to the complaint 
against his harsh conduct, said to them : “ You had better go if you do not 
wish to be treated as your coreligionist was.” M. Fernandez, Vice-President of the 
Alliance Israélite in Constantinople, has brought this occurrence to the notice of 
the Ambassadors of England, Italy and Austro-Hungary. In other parts of 
Bulgaria the Jewish population has to support the charges of military occupa- 
tion to a degree quite out of proportion to its numerical importance. Neither the 
lives nor the property of the Jews are safe, for the shops of the J ewish merchants 
are constantly being broken into during the night, whilst near Kustendji a Jew 
has been murdered, without any steps having been taken to discover the assassin. 

It is feared that the position of the Jews in Bulgaria will become even more 
precarious after the departure of the Russian troops.

BUCHAREST, APRIL 7. 


The message of Prince Charles at the dissolution of the Chambers states 
that the Legislature, in hastening the term for giving place to the Assembly 
that is to revise Article VII. of the Constitation, has adopted the view that 
in the interest of European peace Roumania should conform promptly and 
entirely to the Treaty of Berlin. “This,” adds the message, ‘ can but raise her 
in the public opinion of the whole world.” . 


BUCHAREST, APRIL °, 


Prince Charles has conferred a medal commemorative of the independence 
of Roumania upon all the members of the late Senate and Chamber of Deputies. 
The general elections are fixed for the 9th and 27th of May. 


ROME, APRIL 8. 
The Riforma announces that Signor Depretis recently informed the 
Roumanian Diplomatic Agent here, that the Italian Government will take steps, 
in concert with the other Powers, to ensure the recognition of Roumanian 
independence.

{ now complete my previous report of the disgraceful riot at the 
funeral of the late lamentsd Chief Rabbi Schorr. On the day of the 
demise of our venerable rabbi, which, as already announced, occurred (n 
the 21st of March, two regiments of infantry arrived in our town. Their 
destination was, and is, as yet, a mystery. Immediately afterwards, however, 
the intelligence was, as it seems, designedly spread by the police amongst the 
Jewish inhabitants here, that owing to the pénding solution of the Jewish 
Question, a revolt of the Christians against the Jews was momentarily expected. 
The police strictly enjoined the Jews not to leave their houses during the evening 
hours. This warning, combined with the arrival of the two regiments, had the 
effect of very much alarming the Jews. On the 23rd of March the detestable 
outrage was committed on the dead body of our late venerable spiritual chief. 
I have already communicated to you the facts of this outrage. Allow me again 
to call attention to the circumstance that only two policemen accompanied the 
funeral procession, which consisted of nearly 10,000 persons, The two regiments 
were here, as it now appears, not to protect the Jews, but to connive iu the bar- 
barous proceedings against them. 

Soon after the occurrence, the Minister of Justice, who was informed of the 
matter, sent a delegate here from Bucharest to investigate the case on bebalf of 
the Ministry. He arrived at the third day. The inquiry, which was then 
formally opened, was rather irregularly conducted. Twenty-three Jews have, 
however, since been set free, while seven others are detained in custody awaiting 
trial. I shall not fail to communicate to you the result.

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THE JEWS IN THE East. : 
We have published full extracts from the last Blue-book on the Affairs | 
of Turkey so far as it concerns the Roumanian question. We append 
despatches from the same source on the Jews in Servia. After an exchange 
of letters respecting the assumption by Prince Milan» f the title of “ Royal 
Highness”’ (the distinction between the present and former title is stated to be 
equivalent to that recognised in Germany bstween “ Hoheit” and “ Darchlaucht”’) 
the Marquis of Salisbury writes to Mr. Gould on Nov. 29th— 


In reply to your telegram of the 22nd instant, inquiring whether you may offi- | 


cially recognize, in the name of Her Majesty the Queen, the assumption by Prince 
Milan of the title of Highness, I have to state to you that Her Majesty's Government 
see no objection to such recognition, and I have accordingly authorised you this day 
by telegraph to make a communication to this effect to the Servian Government. 


It has been already fully explained in these columns that “ Highness” does 
not imply independence. Midhat Pasha is Highness, so is the Meharajah Duleep 
Singh ; and the mediatizod Princes of Germany are aldressed as “ Royal High- 
ness,” a title which is also applied to the non-reigning members of the Royal 
family in E» gland. 

Mr. Gould writes to Lord Salisbury under date Nov, 25rd— 


As M. Ristich is on the eve of his departure for Nisch to attend the Skuptchina, 
I have taken occasion to remind him once more of the importance of carrying out, 
with the least possible delay, the stipulations of Article XXX V of the Treaty of Ber- 
lin, concerning the removal of the few restrictions still in force in the principality 
with regard to the Jews. His Excellency assured me that, as I was already fully 
aware, the measure respecting them would be at once laid before the Skuptchina, 
where it would certainly meet with little or no opposition. I then pressed him to 
name an early day for the convocation of the general Skuptchina by which it would 
likewise have to be sanctioned before becoming law. On this point his Excellency 
would not enter into any formal engagement, but there is reason to hope the general 
Skuptchina will be convoked at Nisch immediately after the close of the ensuing 
Session of the ordinary Skuptchina, or in six weeks or two months from the present 
date. 

The following letters refer to the appointment of Midhat Pasha as Governor 
of Syria : 

Consul-General Eldridge to Sir A. H. Layard. 
Beyrout, November 15, 17%. 

I have the honour to inform your Excellency that yesterday telegraphic news of 
the nomination of his Highness Midhat Pasha as Governor-General of Syria was 
received at Beyrout. 

This appointment has given great satisfaction here, and will no doubt produce 
the same effect throughout Syria, as it is hoped that this well-known reformer 
‘will put a speedy end to at least some of the abuses that have so long existed in the 
country. 

To onabié him. however, to accomplish this,and generally to improve the adminis- 
tration of the vilayet,it is highly desirable that his Highness’s appointment should be 
for a certain term of years, and that he should be invested with more extensive powers 
than are usually granted to the Governor-General of Syria. 

One of the greatest evils under which the country suffers is the nomination at 
Constantinople of most of the petty functionaries, over whom the Wali is conse- 
quently unable to exercise the necessary control : these, too, are constantly being 
changed by the Sublime Porte without any reason that can be discovered on the spot, 
and very frequently against the wish of the Governor-General, whose authority over 
his subordinates is thereby mnch diminished to the detriment of the public service,

(Extract.) Foreign Office, November 28, 1878. 

The intelligence of the intention of the Sultan to appoint Midhat Pasha to be 
Governor-General of Syria has been received by Her Majesty's Government with sin- 
cere gratification. 

The reports which have reached them as to the unsatisfactory condition of the 
Administration in that part of His Majesty's dominions, in their opinion call for the 
most energetic efforts to remedy the abuses which undoubtedly exist. They trust that 
the well-known ability of Midhat. Pasha will restore order and confidence throughout 
the province he has been called upon to govern. 


Consul-General Eldridge to Sir A. H. Layard. 
Beyrout, November 25, 1873. 

Sir,—With reference to my despatch of the 13th instant, announcing the appoint- 
ment of Midhat Pasha as Governor-General of Syria, I have the honour to inform your 

. Excellency that his Highness arrived at Beyrout on board the Imperial yacht 
“ Fevaid”’ yesterday morning. 

On his arrival his Excellency Rustem Pasha, the Governor-General of the Lebanon, 
Raif Effendi, Governor of Beyrout. accompanied by the chief functionaries, and a large 
number of the notables of Beyrout, proceeded on board to welcome the new Vali, who 
on landing was received by a large crowd of the inhabitants. 

Without hesitation I can affirm that the appointment of Midhat Pasha has raised 
hopes in the people of Syria that a new era of good government, equal justice and 
prosperity is about to be inaugurated by his Highness, if he is only permitted to 
remain long enough in the country to thoroughly reorganize the administration and 
apply the promised reforms. : 

This afternoon the new Governor-General will receive the official visits of the 

members of the Consular body ; and, I believe, after a stay of a few days at Beyrout, 
he will proceed to Damascus, where his presence is much required, 


R ligious toleration in Greece is discussed in the course of the correspond- 
ence. It will be remembered that when this question was raised sone time ago 
several Jewish congregations came forward to testify that they enjoyed the 
fullest liberty in the rising Hellenic Kingdom, and we are glad to find that 
official English testimony is now given to the same eflect—

_ My Lord,—With reference to the statements contained in the letter of the Vekil 
of the Protestant community in Turkey addressed to Sir Austen H, Layard, I have 
the honour to state that, by the first Article of the Greek Constitution, every “known” 
religion is tolerated, and those persons belonging to them are allowed freely to exer- 
cise them under the protection of the laws ; proselytism and any interference hostile 
to the dominant Orthodox creed is forbidden. At this moment Mahommedans, Jews, 
and Evangelicals meet freely throughout Greece and perform their religious rites 
without interference, 

It is true, however, that, as regards religious training in schools where scholars 
professing the Orthodox religion are admitted, by a law which has been in force for 
very many years, the teaching of the orthodox Catechism by a Greek priest to such 
pupils is obligatory. 

_ The Orthodox Catechism is to be taught to children professing the Orthodox reli- 
gion only, and not to all the pupils, as seems to be implied by the Vekil in his letter 
above mentioned. 

It is not true that the Greek Government obliges a picture of the Lord Jesus 
Christ or of the Virgin Mary to be exhibited in schools opened for the benefit of the 
general population, and I have been unable to ascertain that any school has been

I think it 
right to inform you that I have ascertained. from a perfectly trustworthy source, that 
under the Ist Article of the Greek Constitution, which declares that every known reli- 
gion is tolerated, although proselytism is forbidden, Mahommedans and Jews, as well 
as all Christian sects, meet freely throughout Greece, and perform their religious rites 
without interference, 
It is true, however, that as regards religious teaching in schools where scholars 
professing the Orthodox religion are admitted, the teaching of the Orthodox catechism 
by a Greek priest to such pupils is obligatory, but not to all the pupils, as you seemed 
to imply in your letter. 

It is not the fact that the Greek Government oblige a picture of the Christ or of 
the Virgin Mary to be exhibited in schools opened for the benefit of the general popu- 
lation, nor can | learn that any school has been closed, as you state, for non-com- 
pliance with such reg ulations.

had already left, were induced, by the joint persuasions of his Excellency and the 
Greek notables, to stay ;: whilst the Greek fugitives who had not yet gone on from 
here returned to their homes, 

The Pasha was insulted in the grossest terms by the Bulgarians at Sofoulu, and 
as they, moreover, threatened to shoot him if he left the train, his Excellency did not 
consider. it prudent to get out at that station. The Russians there did nothing to 
stop these outrageous proceedings, much less did they in any way assist him in the 
object of his mission. The Bulgarians would not allow any delegates from their own 
community to accompany the Pasha to Dédéagatch, with the view of devising mea- 
sures in common to induce the fugitives fram thence to return, 

The above informant adds that the Bulgarians in those parts are greatly irritated 
against their Greek neighbours for leaning to the Turkish side in this matter, and 
threaten the latter, saying, “ If war breaks out you shall see how you will fare, We 
will treat you worse than we treat the Turks and the Jews.”

JUDAISM AND THEIsM.—On Sabbath last the Rev. Isidore Harris delivered at the 
North London Synagogue the second of his series of discourses on the Relation of 
Judaism to Theism. Judaism, he said, might certainly be divided into ethical princi- 
ples and ceremonial institutions. The one represented the universal side of Judaism. 
and the other the national. Clearly, it-was only the former which would appeal with 
any force to the universal intelligence. The latter could never have any deep signi- 
ficance for the Gentile. because the events on which they were founded were strictly 
national. So far Mr. Voysey was right, but he was in error in supposing that the cere- 
monies of Judaism were less important, and less immutable for the Jew, than its moral 
portion was for the rest of mankind. The Passover presented the best type of the 
historical institutions with which the life of Judaism was bound up, and this, as the 
text showed (Ex. xii. 12) was an“ everlasting statute.’ Mr. Voysey was likewise in 
error in stating that supernaturalism was now virtually abandoned by all men of 
culture among the Jews. Judaism was essentially a supernatural religion, its insti- 
tutions, as the Passover. were founded upon supernatural events. Judaism was 
Theism plus nationality ; it was national monotheism. and it meant so much more 
than mere Theism, that it was something altogether different. He therefore regarded 
an alliance between Judaism and Theism as impossible, the gulf between the two 
religions was not to be bridged over. On the first day of Passover, the preacher 
showed how the Jew and Theist regard the Deity from different standpoints. The 
The God of the Jew was a more real. a 
more living God than that of the Theist. The Jew’s God was a Providence, who 
superintended the world’s government. He was not a. Being who had retired from 
His own creation. and left natures law when He had once set them in motion, to 
work out their own destiny. nor was He altogether confined to nature and.confounded. 
with it like the god of the Pantheist. Judaism took the philosopher's golden 
mean between these two extremes, and said, in the words of the Talmud, 
OS IN) wow Judaism was thus superior to other theistic reli- 
gions in its conception of the Deity, but it was no less superior in its worship of that 
Deity. Buddhism and Parseeism in their original conception were hardly less pure 
than Judaism. Zoroaster taught a doctrine filled with the loftiest truths, and Buddha 
had founded a teaching which, if rightly understood, as an aim to which man should 
aspire and not an actual state which he could reach on earth was the highest form of 
religion possible. The idea of continual and profound meditation on the nature of 
the Deity and forgetfullness of our personality as far as possible, with its reward of 
Nirwana or absorption in the Deity had been adopted by Jewish philosophers, who 
believed that this ecstatic state was reached more or less completely on earth by the 
Hebrew prophets. Yet Buddhism and Parseeism had become degraded to the most 
corrupt polytheism, while Judaism's doctrines remained identical with those which 
had been revealed from Sinai more than 3.000 years ago. Why had Moses succeeded 
where Sakya-Muni and Tarathusea had failed? Because Moses had enshrined his 
teachings in religious institutions which had preserved them intact. The ceremonial 
of Judaism had saved its doctrine from corruption. Hence that day witnessed them 
assembled to worship the same God whom their fathers acknowledged, and keeping 
alive the memory of events which had occurred more than 3,000 years ago. Both 
of these elements of superiority—the Jew’'s belief in Divine Providence and the pre- 
servation of this belief by religious observances—were strongly marked in the sublime 
ceremonial of the Passover. 


JEWISH WORKING MEN’s CLUB AND INstTITUTE.—Mr, Isidore Spielmann, C.E., 
delivered a most interesting lecture on Saturday evening last, called “ Modern 
Inventions.” The Hall was illumined, inside and out, by the Electric Light, the 
various developments of which were expatiated upon and practically illustrated by 
Mr. Spielmann, The Microphone, Electric pen (by the aid of which Mr. Ernest Jessel 
produced a caricature of the President of the Club, which was reproduced instanta- 
neously and distributed amongst the audience) and the Telephone were next shown, 
The chief feature of the evening was the exhibition of the Phonograph, which 


favoured the company with a cornet solo several speeches, songs and duets, in various. 


languages, including Hebrew, which were contributed by ladiesand gentlemen present, 
Finally, a vote of thanks (with musical honours) both to Mr. Spielmann and to Mr, 
Arthur Montefiore Sebag, who presided, which was put to the meeting by the Phono- 
graph testified to the gratification of a thoroughly amused and interested auditory.—

1866, and was promoted to Captain 
Ist May. 1878. He was formerly Adjutant of the 104th, and obtained a certificate at 
the Staff College in December, 1877. 


THE Bishop of London presided, on the 3rd, at a meeting in the Royal School of 
Mines, Jermyn Street. for the purpose of forming a Metropolitan Free Libraries’ Asso- 
ciation, which will have the object of promoting the adoption of the Public Libraries 
Acts by parishes and districts within the metropolitan area. Mr. F. D. Mocatta was 


among those present. Mr. Israel Davis was elected member of the Council of the 
Association. 


Messrs. BAGSTER have published « A Hebrew Primer. adapted to the Merchant 
Taylors’ Hebrew Grammar.” The volume is divided into three parts, the first consist- 
ing of easy sentences for translation into Hebrew, and rice versa; the second compris- 
ing a selection of extracts from the Old Testament with grammatical references ; 
and the third being a collection of pieces for compositions of decided difficulty, and 
designed for the use of more advanced students. 


Leprosy has not disappeared from England. The poor woman who has for nine 
months been an in-patient in St. John’s Hospital for Diseases of the Skin, Leicester 
Square, suffering from leprosy in its most horrible form, died in the charity on 
Saturday. This case has suggested the propriety of having a leper ward in some of 
our hospitals; and it is understood that preliminary steps with this object have been 
taken by the Board of Management of St. John’s Hospital.—Lcho, 


On Tuesday, the members of the Committee appointed last year by the Corpora- 
tion of London to consider the desirability of facilitating the accommodation between 
the north and south sides of the Thames by the erection of a bridge or subway east- 
ward of London Bridge, met at the Guildhall, and presented to Mr. Henry Aaron 
Isaacs, their Chairman, a testimonial, consisting of a piece of statuary. in recognition 
of their appreciation of his ability in the discharge of his duties. The Committee. it 
will be remembered, recommended the construction of a low-level “ bascule” bridge 
near the Tower; but their suggestion was rejected by the Court of Common Council, 
who resolved, as an alternative, to widen and thus to disfigure, as many think. 
London Bridge. Their work being completed, the Committee was dissolvel. The 
presentation was made by Mr. Deputy Lowman Taylor, on the part of the Committee, 
and Mr. Isaacs, in acknowledging the gift, expressed his strong belief that sooner or 
ater the rejected scheme of the Committee would have to be carried into effect. 


: “ Our Jewish brethren

It is one of the most precious 
relics that have come down to us of the religious thought and aspiration of the 
ancient world ; and its higher elements. as embodied in Christianity, are a mighty 
living power in the world to-day. The attachment, then, of the Jews to their 


‘ancestral faith is not without reason.” 


New West END SyNaAGoGuer.—On the 6th Sir B. H. Ellis, K.C.S.L, and Mr. 
Samuel Montagu were elected Wardens, and Mr. Assur H. Moses was elected Financial 
Representative of the New West End Synagogue for the ensuing year, The attend- 
ance on the First Day of Passover numbered 4(4), and the building was about two-thirds 
full. The second day's attendance was also satisfactory. It was noticed that a larger 
proportion than usual were present at the early service. The interval between the 
two services is at this Synagogue reduced to five minutes. .The Rev. Simeon Singer 
preached an impressive sermon on Sabbath last and on the First Day of Passover. 


DENS IN WHITECHAPEL —Some further facts relative to the poultry dealers in 
the purlieus of Whitechapel were reported to the local Board of Works on Tuesday 
by the sanitary officer, Mr. Wrack. In a previous report he had stated that ina 
first-floor back room in Goulston Street, in the occupation of a foreigner, his wife, 
and two children, he found 12 fowls feeding on the floor under the bed ; and that in 
an adjoining room, occupied by the same person, there were no fewer than 127 fowls. 
Mr. Wrack now reported that on a second visit he found the fowls still in the rooms. 
On serving the owner with a compulsory order for the removal of the nuisance, he 
asked for time ; but this was refused, and the sanitary officer remained on the spot 
until all the birds were removed. This process occupied four persons an hour and 
a half, and it was then found that the number of fowls kept in the place had been 
much understated. The owner was exceedingly reluctant to obey the order of the 
sanitary authority, and threatened the officer with personal violence. Mr. Wrack 
added that upon inspecting several other houses in the same street he found 300 fowls 
on the second-floor of No. 66, the property of a resident foreigner, and the atmosphere 
of the rooms and passages of the dwelling was stifling. The district Board issued 
the needful authority to suppress the nuisance.—The following letter was published in 
the Zimes of Monday: Sir,—It isas “dens” that you referred on Tuesday to some houses 
in my parish. They are only a few of many here which deserve no other name. Nearly 
six years ago, soon after I came here, you inserted a letter from me, in which I then 
described some of the houses of the people. The particular houses to which I referred 
were, shortly after my letter, condemned under the old Act ; the whole neighbourhood 
was about three years ago dealt with under the Artisans’ Dwellings Act. Everything, 
however, remains as it was, and the houses are still “dens.” The condition of things 
is, indeed, somewhat worse: the expectation of destruction prevents improvement ; 
the Local Board does not repave the streets, the landlords refuse to do up their 
houses, and the tenants hold on to the rooms for the sake of the compensation they 
hope to get for being forced to remove. ‘The difficulties which prevent action being 
taken are difficulties which it would seem to be the province of the Government to 
overcome.—I am, &c., SAMUEL A. BARNET; St. Jude’s Vicarage, Commercial Street, 
Whitechapel, E., April 3.

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THE TALMUD. 


Dr. Rabbinowicz’s translation of the tractates of the Talmud which treat of 
the civil law, proceeds apace. We have before us his introduction to “ Baba 
Batra,” from which it is clear that the translation itself will shortly appear, 
since p 406 is quoted. This will make the fifth volume of translations from 
the Talmud which the indefatigable author has produced since 1873. By 
his labours he Las rendered six tractates of the “ Babli” (“Ketuboth,” “Synhe- 
drin,” “ Maccoth,” ‘Baba Kama,” “ Baba Mezia,” “Baba Batra,”) accessible to 
all who can read French. In addition to this, M. Schwab some time ago trans- 
lated “‘ Beracoth” (both in the Babylon and Jerusalem redaction), and last 
year appeared his translation of four other tractates of the Jerusalem Gemara 
(“ Pea,” “Demai,” “Kilaim,” “Schebiith”). Add Ewald’s German translation 
of “Aboda Sara,” and we have have no less than twelve tractates of the Talmud 
rendered into modern languages, while the complete Mishna has been trans- 
lated both into Latin (Surenhus) and German (Jost). It is, therefore to be 
hoped that this national monument will no longer remain a mystery even to 
those who are not expert Hebraists. It is the key to the whole social and 

olitical history of the Jews, It has only been by means of the Talmudic 
legislation that the Jews have practically been enabled to preserve their national 
independence under foreign domination. It has been the link between Jews of 
all ages and countries, and it still influences the lives of Jews in the laws of 
marriage, dict and religious observance. And besides this practical importance, 
it has a distinct scientific value to the student of comparative politics. The 
antiquarian, jurist, theologian, historian, all find inexhaustible materials for 
their respective sciences in the pages of this vast encyclopawdia. The 
deepest gratitude is due to those who are bringing it nearer to historical 
science by clothing it in modern languages, and Dr. Rabbinowicz has con- 
tributed most to this end. In the present introduction he treats at some 
length of certain ‘topics raised in the treatise, Thus, he gives interesting 
details as to the system of compulscry education enjoined by the Talmud, 
a piece of legislation due to R. Joshua ben Gamala, which obliged each 
town to have a public school. No teacher, we find, is to have more than 
twenty-five children under his charge, a practice which might well be adopted 
in our schools Charity, police, sanitary legislation, receive our author's attention, 
and many striking anticipations of modern institutions are given. The laws of 
inheritance, those relating to polygamy, the age of majority and the condition 
of slaves are summed up and explained. When Dr. Rabbvinowicz has concluded 
his self-appointed task by two more volumes, it would be well if he collected 
his introductions into a volume by themselves. They give the cream of the 
somewhat arid disquisitions contained in the text, and would be an excellent 
summary of the civil and criminal law of the Talmud. While awarding al. due 
praiso to the translator for the service he has done by his productions, 1t must 
be urged that his haste has not been beneficial to the completeness of his work. 
Scarcely any attempt is made to compare Talmudic with Roman law ; the 
enormous influence of Persia on Talmudic thought.is totally disregarded, and, 
worst of all, no index is given. But “we cannot a'l do all things,” says the 
proverb, and we must be grateful to Dr. Rabbinowicz for giving those who cannot 
read Rabbinic. Hebrew a rich mass of materials about Talmudic Law, which is 
nowhere else accessible. 


PROPOSED JEWISH COLONIZATION IN AMERICA.—At a meeting of the Board of 
Delegates on Civil and Religious Rights, held at New York on Sunday. March ‘th, at 
the rooms of the Young Men’s Hebrew Association. Messrs. Julius Bien. Moritz 
Ellinger, and Meyer Stern were appointed a Committee to prepare a report upon the 
subject of Colonization and Agriculture, as referred by the Executive Board of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations.—The New York J//andels-Zeitung, of the 
22nd ult., says of the scheme: *The plan already spoken of. namely, ‘the founding 
of a Jewish colony in the West,’ is being now ventilated by well-known Jewish 
citizens in New York of high position. The intention is to establish in the West a 
‘Heimath’ for poor Jewish emigrants only recently arrived, or for families residing 
here who on account of the bad times have become impoverished. Fur the present. 
this movement is intended to assist about 5) families. embracing about 16) persons, 
of whom the greater number have either just arrived from Hungary or other 
European countries; but this assistance is not limited to these emigrants, but is open 
to every one who rejyuires help and wishes to establish a new home. The intention 
of this project is to secure suitable land under the most favourable circumstances 
and to divide it amongst the emigrants, to enable each of them, under certain easy 
terms, to become the possessor of a farm. It is intended to extend the plan as far as 
possible, and to make it general, and a conference is to be convened on the 7th of 
July. consisting of wealthy Jewish citizens, to discuss how such an idea of establish- 
ing a colony can most advantageously be carried out.” 


GERMANY.—The Frantyjiirter Zeitung published along memoir of the late Dr, 
Benedikt Stilling, an eminent Jewish surgeon, who died recently at Cassel. 
The journal just named says that from all parts of the world persons having to 
undergo difficult operations, betook themselves to the great doctor in Cassel; even 
royal personages from foreign countries were entrusted by their medical advisers to 
the care of Dr. Stilling. Numerous decorations and diplomas were bestowed on him 
by monarchs and academies; and at various periods of his life, professorships and 


State appoiatments were offered to him on condition that he should embrace Chris- — 


tianity, but Dr. Stilling invariably declined the offers, as, so he stated, his greatest 
pride was to be a Jew. 


- Frankrort.—The Town Council of Frankfort-on-the-Main has altered the 
name of one of the streets in that city to that of “ KOnigswarter Strasse,’ in order 
to commemorate the great philanthropic. services rendered to Frankfort by the 
recently deceased brothers bearing that name. 

BULGARIA.—Reports have reached the Constantinople Committee of the Alliance 
Israélite of disturbances between Jews and Christians in the town of Kirk-Kilissa. 
Imperfect details only have as yet transpired of what actually took place, but it is 
stated that great uneasiness prevails amongst the Jews in Constantinople,

He was formerly 
Hebrew Professor at the Sorbonne, and was considered to have written the best 
answer to Rénan that emanated from the French clergy.—The Municipal Council of 
Rouen has voted the subvention of 15,000 francs to the Jewish community in that 
city, towards the rebuilding of their synagogue.—M. Naumbourg, the principal 
Chazan of the Paris community, has, in recognition of the numerous musical works 


with which he has enriched the Hebrew liturgy, been appointed Officer of the 


Academy. | 


RusstA.—Rabbi Isaac Jacob Reines, of Schwinzan, Government Wilna, has just 
completed a gigantic work on which he has been engaged for a large number of 


. years, viz.,an Encyclopedia of the entire Jewish Literature, extending over 36 


volumes, which, when printed, will occupy upwards of 12,000 pages. An extract from 
the work, under the title of D°3YON WY, is shortly to be published.—A Jew having 
recently been compelled to serve on a jury in a town in Germany on the Sabbath, a 
‘correspondent points out in the Jidische Presse, that, in this respect, Russia is more 
liberal than Germany, for, according to the laws of the first-named country, Jews 
are exempted from serving as jurymen on their Sabbath.
